It would have been obvious 
to one of an ordinary skill in the art at the time the ihventfen^ made to provide when a 
reference to a^JRL address is dfa^ed aid dropped upcfehprint icon performing as taught by 
McMillan to the simple system for^creating hypertext links in-order to enhance a printing user
